FLORIDA SENDS VERY SERIOUS STATEMENT 


CONCERNING RAVAGES OF CITRUS CANKER 


I t seems that we who live in the 
citrus belt of souther^ California, have 
not yet fully awakened to the gravity 


. of the ravages of citrus canker in the 
state of Florida and other 
southern 
states. This newspaper last week print­ 
ed a strong communication from State 
Horticultural Commissioner A. J. Cook 
of California 
concerning this disease) 
but for some reason, none of the Cali­ 
fornia citrus growers have seen danger 
.from this source. 


Now conies this week 
some 
very 
startling 
information 
from 
Florida, 
Bhowing tlmt the citrus people of that 
state nro thoroughly frightened. 
They 
are asking for federal aid to combat 
this terrible tree-disease, and they say 
they want it quick, before the industry 
i« 
entirely 
destroyed. 
Horticultural 
commissioners say that California will 
be the next state invaded. 


There is what is known as the citrus 
canker committee, with offices in the 
Citizens Bank Building, Tampa, Flor­ 
ida, that 
is sending out communica­ 
tions that have a very grave 
note. 
Ranchers in this district who may be 
interested, can undoubtedly got more 
information from this committee. They 


• have printed a pamphlet entitled" Con­ 
cerning Citrus Canker," which can be 
obtained from the committee by writ­ 
ing. 


Concerning federal aid, the commit­ 
tee says, in a communication: 


INDUSTRY I N DANGER. 


The citrus industry of the United 
States, which is growing to be an im­ 
portant business enterprise 
in 
eight | 
states of the Union, representing *a 
money value of more than a billion 
dollars, is in serious danger of being de­ 
stroyed. This is the opinion expressed 
by 
expert, horticulturists 
who have 
been studying closely the spread of cit­ 
rus canker in several of the southern 
states for nearly three years nnd co­ 
operating with state agents in an effort 
to check the epidemic. 


As this post, more deadly to tlflo 
citrus trees than 
tuberculosis is to 
man, lias developed to such an extent 
that no state can control it, and as it 
spreads rapidly, and is not respective 
of state boundaries, citrus canker is a 
very serious menaco. to 
every 
state 
•whore citrus fruty trees are 'grownvun- 
less it can be eradicated from, all states 
simultaneously. 
• ' 
' 


An apoal is boing made to the fed-, 
oral government for an appropriation 
with which to eradicato citrus canker 
from tho United States, I t was tnc 
.United States government, through, a 
Bouthcrn custom house, which admitted 
citrus canker into tho United Statos. 
Citrus interests feel that it is tho duty 
of tho federal government to do its ut- 
jiiost now to correct tho mistako mado 
•at that time. 


Florida, with sixtoen 
counties af­ 
fected by citrus blight, haB taken the 
initiative in this appeal to congress 


with its entire state delegation pledg­ 
ed to work zealously for a federal ap­ 
propriation. 


All of the seven other citrus grow­ 
ing states are heartily with Florida in 
this campaign and letters and tele­ 
grams are being received daily by D 
C. Gillett, chairman of the citrus can. 
ker committee, pledging that they will 
bring organized effort to bear. 


Theso letters and telegrams are from 
organizations of growers/ 'jmarketing 
concerns, experiment stations, nurser 
ics, railroad interests and similar pow 
el-ful interests. They all express^confl 
rJcnce that congress can be persuaded 
to give the financial assistance neces 
sary to destroy tho affected areas and 
to quarantine the, pest spots until the 
bacteria have had time to die out of 
the soil. 
( 
• , 


A letter is going out' from the citrus 
committee to every congressman in the 
United States. It is accompanied by a 
concise booklet telling all the principal 
facts about citrus canker, which the 
congressman is asked to use not only 
to win him over to the cause but in 
convincing other confreres that 
they 
also should vote for the appropriation 
when the bill comes before congress. 
The delegations from Florida, Alaba­ 
ma, and other states in congress are de­ 
termined to make this citrus matter 
their paramount business' in the next 
congress. 


ACTION BY CONGRESS. 
A strong effort is being made to 
have this appropriation included in the 
agricultural 'department budget, as it 
would thus come into use sooner and 
through tho proper channels of admin' 
istration. 
As Secretary Houston and 
his bureau chiefs have along taken a 
keen interest in tho citrus industry it 
is believed that they will be disposed 
to include this schedule in their esti­ 
mates. 


The central committee carrying on 
this citrus canker eradication from of­ 
fices in Tampa is sending out tons of 
circular letters nnd individual letters 
of appeal to all growers of citrus fruit 
in tho eight states where there are cit­ 
rus fruit trees, to all important com­ 
mercial' organizations, railroads, whole­ 
salers, and >other 
business 
interests 
whieh 
would 
suffer 'material 
loss 
through tho . destruction of tho citrus 
industry, soliciting their support to tho 
extent of appealing individually to ev­ 
ery member of congress to vote for this 
measure. 


Already pledges have been received 
from many members of congress and 
others who have great influence in na­ 
tional affairs. ' 


This state with its largo areas givon 
over to citrus groves has a very vital 
interest in this campaign -for a fod- 
oral appropriation, and much pressure 
is being brought to bear on all mem* 
bers of tho state delegation in con­ 
gress.

HOSFORD IS ACTIVE IN 


LEMON nELD WORK. 


Tho work in tho field among tho lem­ 
on shippers haB stni'ted off with con­ 
siderable activity. Mr. Hosford reports 
that ho has visited nearly till the,lem­ 
on houses iu thi> Kxihange nnd tlmt. tho 
houses nil seem very anxious to greatly 
improve tho handling of their output 
during tho coming year. At this time, 
ull the houses nro sweating their lem­ 
ons, ami an effort is being mudo to 
color the fruit n little better tlyin has 
been done in previous yours. Ono Hue 
which seems of particular iuiporttOiec 
at this time is the picking of groou 
lemons when wet. It has boon demon­ 
strated that 'he handling of the lemons 
fn wet weather, during the full, when 
thoy ure wet, is a frequent cuuso of 


the spotting of the fruit, 
Tho least 
bruiso nt this time frees the lemon oil 
which is vory apt to Cttuso a green spot, 
particularly 
if 
tho bruising 
occurs 
while tho fruit is moist. For this reason 
it seems to bo necessary to tiSO more 
enro than usual along this line during 
tho fall. I t is probable that this same 
injury is responsible for some of tho 
spotting on oranges, which has shown 
up on tho onrly shipments. 


BROWN ROT IN ORANGES 


DUE TO BREAKING CELLS. 


Dr. A. J. Cook, state 
horticultural 
commissioner, comments on tho brown 
spot on orunges recently discovered in 
a shipment from tho Sacrnmento val­ 
ley, causing considerable comment and 
discussion, us follows: 


" T h i s is a discoloration more com­ 
mon, 1 think, in tho lemon than in tho 
orange, nnd ulso more common in fine, 
tender-skinned orunges, like the Thom­ 
sons, than in the coarser-skinned regu- 
lur navels. The spot is first green, then 
it turns brown. It is no actual injury 


tho sale of the fruit. 
This spot devel­ 
ops so Into tho fruit may bo packed 
und the defect wholly unknown to tho 
shipper. In transit, tho spot/ appear 
nnd the market is ruined. 
I 
have 
known in rare cases one-third of tho 
early fruit to be thus disfigured. 


' ' This spotting of the fruit is favored 
by a damp atmosphoro. Professor H, 
8. Fawcott of the southern California 
pathological 
laboratory 
at 
Whittior, 
in tho monthly bulletin of tho stnto 
commission of horticulture, says that 
this defect comes from injury of the 
fruit due to breaking of tho oil cells of 
the peel. 
Dampness tends to rupture 
tho oil cells of the rind. 


" H e r o uguin, then, wo find added 
reason to haudlo our fruit 
with the 
greatest cure. The dry air of northern 
Culiforniii 
will certainly uid in pro­ 
tecting against brown spot. 
Careful 
handling of the fruit is in order here 
and elsewhere."

PreeetSM by Which They Are Cured 
and'flavored. 


The 
famous, • Westpbalian 
hams, 
which are eaten without cooking, aru 
eured'by "an elaborate process thnt has 
been worked out patiently and skill­ 
fully by-generations of expert work­ 
men. 
A writer In the New York Sun 
thus describes the process: 


After being rubbed thoroughry with 
a 
solution in which 
there are 100 
pounds of salt" to one pound of salt­ 
peter, the bams are placed on cement 
floors, or in vats, and thickly strewn 
with salt. They lie under ssdt for two 
weeks and then pass to a Vat that con­ 
tains a 22 per cent solution of .brine. 
They remain In that solution for eight­ 
een days. 
Every day they are shift­ 
ed In the vat; the hams on the bottom 
are brought to the top. and vice Versa. 
•At the end of the eighteen aays the 
hams are packed, one upon another, 
in* a coolj/dr'y cellar, where they 're­ 
main for four weeks, lu order to ripen 
—that Is, to take on color and become 
tender. 
Then the salt Is washed off 
with a stiff b«usb dipped in lukewarm 
water,, and the hams aro put to soak 
for twelve hours in fresn water. 
After 
that they are ready for the smoke­ 
house. 


The smokehouses arc two or three 
stories high, with holes bored in the 
flooring/ 
The fires are kindled on the 
ground" floor, and the meat is hung on 
the second and third floors. / The fires 
are made entirely of beech'wood, but 
the workmen-constantly throw Juniper 
berries and juniper twigs on the.*em-, 
bers. 
The fire burns brightly; , It is! 
checked 
with 
beech 
wood 
sawdust 
whenever it burns too briskly. 


The 
smoking continues for about 
eight days. 
Under the ancient curing 
methods, however, the bams were of­ 
ten kept in the smoke rooms for B1X 
weeks, and it -is- by this latter method 
that the best hams are still made by 
the country folk of Westphalia.

The county Is making a safe road of the Turnbull canyon. 
Oangs of 


men aro at work this week building stout fences at the turns in the road, such 


fences as will stop a vehicle from sliding too close to the edge. And the surface 


of the rood is being re-graded, and will later be covered with a coaling of fine 


screenings. 
This top-surface will make the traction good in wet weather. 


]jt is a wonderfully beautiful scene that greets the eyes as the ascent is 


made over this road. We are not very strong for poetic effusions in this matter 


of-fact country, and very few moments are alloted any of us when we can 


study and enjoy the beauties of nature. And, i t is also true that many of us 


have become satiated with, the continuous descriptive work of California book-,, 


leto, which, as a rule, strikes too high a note io sustain with ease. 


But the view from the crest of Turnbull always starts the old enthus­ 


iasm—the old desire to grind out an expression In print that will in some meas- 


.ure do justice to the subject. 
I t is a marvelous panorama of citrus and'walnut 


groves, set in a valley shimmering In the heat-waves of a warm November mid 


day. 
The community of Puente appears across the valley's depression, the 


houses forming a fringe of buildings on the knoll, and the new high school 


looming up with its red tiling and rakish architecture of the early Moors. 
There 


Is no place in the whole valley where such a comprehensive view can be had. 


Miles up the valley the communities of Covina, Olendora, Azusa, Monrovia and 


Pasadena may bo seen on these clear days, seeming to be but a mile or so away, 


when In reality It is over ten miles to the base of the Sierra Madre mountains 


whore these towns aro located.

On Thanksgiving day, if you have friends from a distance, take them up 
on the Turnbull canyon grade.

BOOM TOR RUIN, 


As to how near financial exhaustion any of the big belligerents is, Sir 
George Paish points out that In 1816, with a population of twenty millions and 
a national Income estimated at throe hundrod million pounds, Groat Britain 
raised sixty-two million pounds by taxation—that is, the government took a 
little over one-fifth of the total national income. 
Average income a hoad was 
Beventy-flve dollars; average taxation a head slightly over fifteen dollars. At 
the same rate of taxation the average tax bill would now be about 
fifty-two 
dollars a bead, whereas in 1014 it^was only about seventeen dollars. 


In other words, to get the tax rate of 1816 taxation would have to be 
multiplied by three. 
National Income 1B now estimated at twenty-four hundred 
million pounds, agolnBt three hundred millions at Waterloo.

course, Bhows on even greater gain in wealth and income in the hundred years 
An excited young man declared to Adam Smith that the nation was ruined 
/"You must remember," replied tbo fathor of political economy, "thoro is a 
great deal of ruin in a nation."

ed the bottom, or the boundaries, of 
he entire system, but they havff al- 
notvt done so.

lie fainter stars. 
These stars, as a 
.vhole. nrv- the most distant, and if they 
vcro unllmltrd numerically every ln- 
resisc in the penetrating power of 
olifM-opi's would bring previously un-

ndiminished mimbens.

As n fact, however, there is a rapid 
ailing off in the proportionate num- 
iers at great distances. This is«ebown 
>y Kapteyn's "law of., star density." 
Faking the "parsec" as the unit of 
.ucusurement ta parsec is equal to 
ilneteen 
million 
million miles), the 
tensity of the stars at increasing dis­ 
tances comes put as follows: At 0 dis­ 
tance. 1.00: a t 60 parsecs, O".O0; a t 135 
lui'rsecs. 0.80; at 213'parsecs, 0.G7; at 
540 parsecs; 0.30; at 850 pareeis, 0.16. 


This does not mean that the absolute 
number of stars decreases with increase 
of distance, but that the ratio of their 
number to the volume of'space occu­ 
pied decreasesMn the proportion shown, 
so that at a distance of 850 parsecs 
there are only 15 per cent as many 
stars as there should be If there had 
been no falling off in relative density. 


Various counts and estimates of the 
actual numbers Included within various 
limiting distances have been made,-and 
these show that the total number of 
stars In tbo visible universe is numer­ 
aire and. probably does not exceed a 
thousand millions a t an outside esti­ 
mate. 
'

The fact that a-falrly definite shape 
or outlinelmB been found for the visl 
ble universe is in Itself a proof that 
It is not unlimited in extent. 
We are 
virtually certain that it expands around 
us in such a manner as to assume 
roughly the form of a flat, irregular 
disk, the more distant parts or edges 
of which lie in the plane of the Milky 
way. It Is thus like a floating Island of 
stars in the ocean of space. 


,Space itself may be infinite, although 
what we ca]l the universe is n o t As 
to other universes existing beyond .the 
.limits of ours and 'invisible to us, that 
is purely a speculation, which appears 
more or less probable according to tbe 
manner in which one's mind approach­ 
es i t 


But, at any rate, there Is no positive 
evidence of the existence of such outer 
star systems. 
From time to time one 
hears suggestions that this or that neb­ 
ula is an "outside universe," dimly 
shining to us from Its millions -of 
crowded 
stars 
across 
immeasurable 
tracts of Intervening space. 
But it is 
far more probable that no nebula or 
other object visible in the mightiest 
telescope is unconnected with the uni­ 
verse to which our sun and our earth 
belong. 


As to the continuance of the Crea­ 
tor's work In forming new suns and 
new planets, of that there can be no, 
question. 
This work Is, in truth, visi­ 
bly going on before us in the henvens. 
Thero is the utmost variety of ages 
among the stars, Just as there is 
among the human beings in a crowd. 
If our lives were lengthened so that a 
year would be but as a second to us 
we should see the stars around us dis­ 
appearing and new ones springing Into 
existence, as we see 
flowers 
fading 
and fresh ones blooming in tbe garden, 
To return for a moment to the ques­ 
tion of the Infinitude of sjjace, it is 
well known that the human mind can 
not conceive a limit to space, for the 
instant you attempt to fix,, or imagine 
such a limit your'imagination flies be­ 
yond it. You have got to thlnjc of an 
outside as well as of an inside 


Aud if you fly to another imagined 
boundary iustnutly nnother outside ex 
pnnse stretches nway before you! It 
Is, then, perfectly legitimate to sup­ 
pose that, while the visible universe 
is limited, the invisible universe has 
no bounds, 
in comparison with that, 
all that wo see, or can ever see, is.

Prof. Dougherty and W. E. Lloyd, " t o 
get close enough to a fowl, especially 
one of the more actuve and nervous 
breeds, to pick her up in one's hands. 
It 
generally happens that when one 
really wants to catch a certain fowl, 
she simply won't let one get within 
arm's length. 
With the catdhing-hook 
one can slip up close enough with much 
less wear and tear on both attendant 
and f o w L " 


He declares that where used with 
normal care not to close the hook too 
tightly nor to jerk the fowl too sud­ 
denly, such a catching-hook is almost 
indispensible in a poultry yard, and 
particularly 
valuable 
for 
removing 
promptly from a pen any sick fowl, 
which 
might 
soon 
spread 
disease 
through the flock.

FLORIDA CITRUS FRUITS 


ARE DECLARED IMMATURE. 


Los Angeles, Nov. 12.—-The seizure 
last week at a number of eastern and 
central marketing centers, of immature 
citrus fruits shipped from Florida, in­ 
dicates that the federal authorities in­ 
tend to keep a close watch on all ship­ 
ments, including stock from California, 
and that the fruit "will be seized and 
held, pending an investigation, when­ 
ever there is a probability that it has 
been artificially colored. 


As stated in last week's issue of the 
" P a c k e r , " the department of agricul­ 
ture at Washington does not.claim jur­ 
isdiction, under the provisions of the 
food and drug act, over immature fruit, 
unless it has been artificially treated. 
But this must not be construed as 
meaning' that the federal 
government 
favors the shipping of half-ripo citrus 
fruit, and any stock showing up in the 


as to be considered unfit for human 
food could be, and probably would be 
seized by inspectors and held, pending 
a detailed investigation to determine 
whether thn stnek had bfon nwimtud in 
transit or otherwise handled with the 
end in view of producing the color that 
ahould have been attained before pick­ 
ing from the trees. 


Tho green fruit 
Bhipper will 
alio 
meet with a great deal of trouble get­ 
ting by the pure food laws of several 
states and city ordinances in force in 
various large market renters. 
All in 
all, tho outlouk is not very bright for 
the shipper who craves to pick and 
send the stock out green in order to 
benefit by the early market, and this 
, i s going to be found true notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that the federal authori­ 
ties elaim no jurisdiction over green 
fruit, BO long as it is in no way arti- 
teially colored. Oranges can always be 
held up pending an investigation and 
t h e investigation may require so much 
tin)* that the fruit would deteriorate 
and prove a t o t a l lots in the end. 
' 


PORTO RICAN GRAPEFRUIT 


RECEIVING 
PREFERENCE. 


New York, Nov. 12.—Florida ship­ 
pers of oranges and grapefruit had bet­ 
ter get busy and protect their interests 
in various 
northern markets of^ the 
country.' The enforcement of the green 
fruit law in Florida is working havoc 
with Florida shippers of 
grapefruit. 
There is no argument against the fact 
that it is wrong ^ to -ship and try to 
market green stock, but the prosccu-, 
lion of the-green fruit act seems to be 
one-sided, with" the Florida 
shippers 
holding the short end of the deal. 
I n 
other words, state agents are enforcing 
tho law in Florida, but in New York, 
for 
instance, the federal 
authorities 
are doing nothing at all, with the con­ 
sequence that while grapefruit 
prices 
have been ruling high since tho season 
opened, 
1 Porto Rico ,is getting all tho 
cream. 


Grapefruit and orangos'from 
Porto 
Rico and Cuba, as green as gourds, have 
been sold in the auction rcfom in New 
York this season. There is no federal 
inspection whatever. There is no agent 
of the government to inspect the fruit 
'when it is unloaded here and pass upon 
its entry. 


From October 1 to Novomber 5 re­ 
ceipts of Porto Kico= oranges and grape­ 
fruit in New York were 149,388 boxes. 
For tho same time last year receipts 
were 68,118 boxes. 


From October 1 to November 5,this 
year, receipts of Florida 'oranges and 
grapefruit 
were 
0,834 boxes 
against 
68,023 boxes the same time last year, 
It is true that the grapefruit crop of 
Florida is much lighter than it was last 
year, but not light enough to cause a 
putting down in xocoipts of about 60,- 
000 boxes of both oranges and grape­ 
fruit in 30 days. -
